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LETTER V. 
THE GIFT OF THE HOLY GHOST. 


Lrverroot, June 29, 1842. 

Reverend and Dear. Sir:—The subject of 
my fifth letter is one of surpassing importance. 
It is, sir, the orrr or raz Hoty 
the laying on of hands. 

The magnitude of the subject warrants. me 
to say, in few words, what belongs to it, with- 
out those copions scripture references which 
you can look after at your leisure. If you will 
honestly listen to my description of the office- 
work of the Holy Ghost, you will clearly per- 
ceive, that, since the time Jesus left the earth, 
it is more extensive and important than even 
the work of the other personages of the God- 
bead. 

The Holy Ghost performs the double office 
of a WITNESS on earth and a RECORDER 
in heaven. Being an unembodied personage, 
he can move among men without the danger of 
being mobbed and killed, as was not the case; 
with Jesus Christ. He takes up the work of 
man’s redemption, just where Jesus Christ left 
it, and has a dtstinet part to act until the sec- 
ond coming of Christ, that in due time He also 
may obtain glory with the Father, even as Je- 
sus does—yea, a fulness of the Godhead by 
himself 


According to promise he came on the day of 
Pentecost, either with a retinue of sanctified 
spirits, or in the simple unity and grandeur of 
his own potent agency, and filled the house. 
He then disbursed among the disciples a variety 
of tongaes—gifts for men which the Conquer- 
er had promised, With the keys of revelation, 
peculiar to his office, he unlocked their ander- 
standing (witù perfect impunity to himself) and 
bore witness that Jesus was Christ. His tes- 
timony not only confirmed the disciples, who. 
had been previously baptized, beyoud the shad- 
ow of all farther doubt, bat convinced some 
thousands of the sin of unbelief. 

He immediately informed Peter, to whom 
Christ had promised to send the keys of the 
presidency over the church by the Holy Ghost 
(for he could do nothing till the Holy Ghost 
should bring them,) that He, the Holy Ghost, 
would ever be an attendant upon penitent be- 
levers, that should be “‘ baptized for remission 
of sins,” whenever his minister should lay on 
hends. He authorized him to make a solemn 


trath, should invariably follow the imposition 
of hands. But he also gave him to understand, 
that none should ley on hands or preach but 
such as should be called by revelation, even as 
was Aaton. He assured him that he would 
henceforth abide with the church, and enable 
Obedient believers to work certain miraculous 
signs, such as healing the sick, casting out dev- 
ils, nullifying the properties of poison wickedly 
administered, and speaking with new tongues 
—and these and other confirmations of the 
truth should invariably attend the true church 
to the end of the world, or as long es true ‘be 
lievers continged on the earth; and if these 
miracalous signs did not follow believers: 
might know that they were rejected of God, » 
reprobate silver is rejected of men. 
The Holy Ghost farther informed him, that 
He was the LIVING WITNESS on’ earth, } 
in connexion with the WATER and “the 
BLOOD, and sealed up the testimony of all,

forting the church, until they all come to the

ed before he left the earth. And he would also 
communicate Christ’s mind concerning the des- 
tinies . of nations, and the jadgments, famines, 
and pestilences, &c., With which Jesus Christ 
would visit the earth. 

The Holy Ghost would also reveal the deep 
pu of God, not only concerning the fu 
ture glory of the Church, but also concerning | 
individuals that lived before the foundations of 
the world, and What would be their state in 
worlds that are future. And even all things 
that Jesus Ohrist knew concerning the interest, 
salvation, atid endless felicity and glory of the 
church—-and the misery apd final undoing of 
such as obey not God, the Holy Ghost would 
communicate in visions, dreams, and revelations. 
Thus the earth would be filled with knowledge, 
and Christ would again return here with all 
the départed saints, and literally bring down 
a celestial eity of splendid mansions—even the 
New Jerusalem and God would once more 
dwell with men in peace. 

Let it be understood, that not.only apostles, 
but all obedient believers in the primitive age, 
nad the gift of the Holy Ghost, and, conse- 
quently, the spirit of prophecy.” He that 
hath the testimoay of Jesus hath the spirit of 
prophecy.” How do men have the testimony 
of Jesus? I answer, through the agency of 
the Holy Ghost. Let it be understood, and 
marked with INDELIBLE EMPHASIS, 
that the HOLY SPIRIT is the GREAT 
WITNESS on earth—that He, the spirit. of 
truth, has transmitted the mind of Jesus to be- 
lieyers in visions, dreams, prophesyings, 
For this purpose Jesus sent the SPIRIT into 
the world, that he might reprove thé world of 
sin, of righteousness, and of judgment. 

The Spirit, though unembodied, now acts in 
all the authority, infftience, and power that Je- 
ens himself woufd de if He were on the earth 
in very person. Bat He acts upon dhd through 
the body of Christ, which is the church; thro’ 
thé Spirit’s ion of the church, it displays 
the MANIFOLD WisDOM OF GOD. 
Whatever varied and abundant wisdom Jesus 
himself possesséd, the true Church ever has in

Might we not as soon think 
the spirit has grown old to dotage, or lost his 
best love, or been beguiled into other pursuits 
of less importance? Surely He never wrought 
go lazily, or in such imbecility and indifference 
in any other age, when true believers or propb- 
ets were on the earth? Strange, indeed, sir, 
that he should drop off so suddenly his royal 
robes of prophetic, miraculous grandeur and 
power, to become the silent and inefficient in- 
mate of more than six hundred clashing, con- 
tentious charches, that are yearly subdividing 
into minute fragments, te the confusion of all 
common sense throughout beasting christen- 
dom! What a falling off of the spirit’s power, 
and of the spirit’s light and unity! Will the 
Holy and Eternal Spirit of God endorse such a 
powerless distracted state of things, as being 
in any way connected with His presence on the 
earth, or ia any way the result of His, doings? 
No, sir, by no means. For the honor of this 
illustrious personage, let us never ascribe to 
HIM auch a powerless distracted organization 
of heterogenous ignorance and imbecility, as 
modern christianity presents in contrast with 
ancient christianity. The beavens may well 
blush with shame at this modern pictare, pur- 
porting to be the kingdom of God on the earth.

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The Exiles of Siberia. 

Tur laws of Ruséia’ require that all those 
condemned, in whatever part of the country 
they may have received’ sentence, should pass 


traveller who may have chanced to be there 
daring the weekly gathering, will have little 
difficalty in recognizing facts in thé following 
accomt: . 


On reaching that city they ate allowed a 
brief rest ia the convict prison, their daily jout- 
neys being so calculated that the separate: bands 
all arrive there from divers directions each Sat- 
urday night. After resting throughout the en- 
suing week, during which term they are relie r- 
ed of their chains, they are dispatched in one 
common band on the second Monday after their 
atrival. The prison is divided into two or 
three courts, each strictly guarded by sentinels. 
In the first of these, both sexes are to be seen 
mingling indiscriminately, aud are dressed alike 
in along loose great coatee;made of a Kind of a 
gray cloth; the only distinguishing mark is, the 
men have half their heads shaved—whilst tte 
women retain their long -hair—a privilege also 
granted to men as regatds their beards; which 
decoration is the pride and delight both of the 
merchant class and the peasantry... They are 
led thence to a second court, where their names 
are registeted, as also their crime and history. 
Here they make their petitions: some soliciting 
leave to travel by the side of a brother, a fel- 
low-exile—a poor consolation, that of being 
together in disgrace—bat. the boon, if granted, 
is hailed with the greatest joy. A woman will 
also sometimes petition to accompany her hus- 
band; but only in rare cases is this permitted. 
Accordiag to the laws of Russia, she may mar- 
ry again, for the benishment of her husband 
cancels the marriage bond as completely as 
death; but if ber prayer is granted, govern- 
ment pays hep expenses, and she assumes the | cona 
convict dress, though not in fetters. 

The examination past, the eailes are led to 6 
third court, where fetters are placed upon the 
whole band. This is a most. cruel and brutal 
affair. The fetters consist of a couple of heavy 
iron rings, one for each ankle, united by a chain, 
not adapted te the size of the person and his 
length of stride, but of one unvarying length 
about two feet.

dition of those unfortunate beings, the lepers, 
has attfacted the attention of the Commission- 
er of the Trang Sutlej States, from whose states 
ment it appears that in Kangra aloue there are 
ſourteen hundred of them: It is de benevo 
leut object of the proposer to build an asylum 
fot these afflicted creatares, where they can have 
medical treatment and other attentions to mit- 
igate, if not cure, their sufferings. This prop 
esition has elicited a revelation of a strange 
state of things from an up country coatempo- 
rary, Who assures us that in the Umritaur 
district especially, the wretched lepers, though 
cut off from the sympathies of their country- 
men, eaforce their charity after a method as 
novel as it is effectual, by availing themselves 
of the horror of contamination which is caused 
by their presence. They form themselves into 
large bands, and go about into all parts where 
the population is nat sufficiently resolute to op- 
pose them, and by threats of defiling with their 
touch the persons ar property of those who 
will not accede to their demands, levy a kind of 
black mail from whole pergunnah’s.” I have 
myself,” writes s correspondent, “met with 
large parties of these Umritaur lepers, moving 
about among the simple and effeminate races of 
the lower hills, many of them mounted on po- 
nies; aud assuming an air of great importance, 
realizing, I was assured, large collections, and 
spreading great terror and. disgust wherever 
they wandered, until the police interfered to 
restain thema matter which it NN 
very eany, to effect.” 

Another curious fact may be mentioned in 

connection with the subject. There is a well 
known sacred tank in the Umritaur district, 
whose, waters, like those of the pool of Bethse- 
da, hare the Yigtne of curing one leper on a 
certain suspicious day in every year. It 
well be supposed that the tank d crowded with 
bathers on gnch Gctasions, and that many of 
the incidents of the story in sacred writ are 
strikingly recalled.

Editor.] 


d. 8. L. Crrr, Ocr. 7th, 1856. 
Ein Geo. Q. Cannon, 


Dear Bro:—Our Conference commenced yesterday, 
(Sunday.) The day before was an interesting day; 
the brethren who have just arrived, made their re- 
port relative to the state of the Saints upon the 
plains, where they were passed &c. Being mostly 
yet beyond Laramie, an immediate call was made 
for sixty mule and horse teams, twelve tons of flour,

When he found he 
was wounded, he exerted all his strength to get as 
far away as possible from the rancheria before his 
strength failed, and when he gave out, he crawled 
into some bushes and secreted himself. He was found 
the next morning by the Indians, who would have 
alispatched him then, had it not been for the interces- 
‘sion of some squaws, who carried bim to the ranch, 
took care of him for two days, and then went to his 
companions and told them that he was there, and 
wanted them to come afterhim. (They had suppos- 
ed previous to this that he was dead.) The name of 
the wounded man is Chas. Hicks. Thisis the first 
instance, so far as my knowledge extends, of the Dig- 
gers failing to kill a white man when they attacked 
him treacherously, for they generally wait until the 
advantages on their side are so (great that failure is 
almost impossible before they will venture to attack 
a white man. Ii is hardly necessary to add that the 
Indians have made themselves scarce in that part of 
the coun try since this affair. 


Deatu or aw Curr. The Placerville Amer- 
ican says that the Indian Chief, well known as Cap- 
tain Bill, died very suddenly on Tuesday the 30th of 
October, and the tribe to which he belonged, as is 
their custom, burned his remains the next day, on, 
Quartz Hill, just north of Placerville. The day after 
his death, there was a vague report that he had been 
poisoned by the eating of a piece of bread and butter, 
with arsenic mixed with the butter, but it has been 
ascertained that that was not so, and that his death 
was caused by disease engendered by his own licen- 
tiousness and debauchery. The American adds: 

Captain Bill was a general favorite through our 
community, for the reasons that he was kindly dis- 
posed, intelligent—his general Intelligence was far 
above that of any of his tribe--and he had acquired 
so much of our spoken language as to be able to com- 
municate with the whites quite understandingly. 
He possessed a pride of cha racter, quite unusual for 
a savage, and has often been heard to . ** Captain 
Wilham, good Indian.“ His untimely end is regretted 
by all who. knew him nally. e condition of 
most, if not ofall, of th¢ poor Indians in this locality, 
js the same as was tHat of r Captain Bill, and 
which is mainly attributable to the vile influences, 
licentiousness and debauchery of degraded white 
men, to which they are cofistantly exposed. The 
poor Indians in this region are in a suffering condi- 
tion, and humanity demands that something should 
be done to ameliorate their condition and save them 
from being decimated by disease, and finally, from 
extinction. We have an Indian Reserve in the State, 
and an Indian Agent employed by the United States 
Government to look after the remnants of the aborigi- 
nes of thecountry. Why is it that vo attention is 
paid to those hereabouts, by T. J. Henley, Eaq., the 
Government Indian Agent? We beg to call his at- 
tention to the sufferings of the poor er Indians in 
this immediate vicinity. Many of their children are 
sprightly, and evidently as dle of mental cul- 
ture as our own children are. t is wanting is to

OLIVER CROMWELL, 
FROM HIS YOUTH TO PARLIAMENT. 

Tur great · grandfather of the Protector was 
a person who was designated in legal docu- 
ments as Richard Cromwell, alias Williams,” 
and the same alias eontinued in the family down 
to the time of Oliver, who sometimes made use 
of it in his younger days. Two letters are ex- 
tant addressed by Richard Cromwell to the fa- 
mous Thomas Cromwell, Earl of Essex, the 
Vicar-General of Henty VIII., and in both of 
them he subscribes himself Your most bound- 
en nephew.“ In one of ‘thése epistles he ex- 
presses his devotion to the service of the Earl, 
adding, as nature and also your manifold 
kindness bindeth.” To account for the alias 


of Richard Cromwell, and his relationship to 


his more celebrated. namesake, it has been as- 
serted that his father was a Williame,who mar- 
ried the sister of the future Vicar-Geners], and 
subsequently called himself after the prosperous 
house with which he bad contraeted an alliance. 

Of this marriage there is no trustworthy 
evidence, and when Bishop Goodman, in a ded- 
dication to the Protector, alluded to his con- 
nection with thé minister of Henry VIII., 
Cromwell replied, “‘ My family has no relation 
to his.“ The denial is coutiténanced by the cir- 
cumstance that a-Sir William Williams mar- 
ried one of the daughters of the Lord Crom- 
well who lived in the reign of Henry VI., 
and was the last male heir of his line. The 
conjunction of the names of Williams and 
Cromwell would be thus explained by a real in- 
stead of a doubtful marriage; and the Earl of 
Essex, whose father was a blacksmith, may 
have been glad to discover kinsman in a race 
of higher lineage than his own, while his most 
bounden nephew —a term said not to have 
been strictly applied in those days to a broth- 
er’s or sister’s son—may, on his part, have wel- 
comed the claim for the sake of the substantial 
benefits it was to bring. These he enjoyed in 
an unusual degree. He was knighted by Henry 
VIII., and on the suppression of the monaster- 
ies, which was the great work of his namesake 
reeeived enormous grants of church lands, 

Among other prizes which fell to bis share 
he obtained the estate and nunnery of Hinchin- m 
Sir Henry, who was knighted by Queen Eliza- 
beth, built the present mansion. Sir Henry, 
called for his fiches and liberality the Golden 
Knight,” died in 1603, and Oliver, the Uncle 
after whom the Protector was named, became 
Lord of Hinchinbrook.’ The year in which he 
inherited his estate was the same in which 
James I., succeeded to the Baglish crown, and 
the King was his guest for two days during the 
royal progress from Scotland to London The 
entertainment was reported to be the most 
sumptuous which a. subject had ever given to 
sovereign, and even if the new monarch had 
been as sparing.as he was lavish ef his honors, 
could not have left the hospifablé roof without 
bidding his host rise up Sir Oliver.

Either at school, however, or 
afterwards, he acquired sufficient Latin to 


viciously and scantily;” but to have retained 
the art at all at the close of a life which had 
been spent like his, he must have made reapec- 
table progress in his youth. His letters and 
speeches preclude the idea of greater proficiency. 
No man who was deeply versed in any degcrip- 
tion of literature could haye written such bar- 
barous and inaccurate English. 

Shortly after he withdrew from Cambridge 
he went to London to study law, but contiuu- 
ed idle and dissipated. Without attaching too 
much weight to particular incidents, there is 
reason for rejecting the general testimony that 
he was what Baxter calls him, “a prodigal in 
his youth.” In this he resembles his celebrated 
cousin, Hampdén, who, according to Clarendon, 
“had, from a life of great pleasure and license, 
on a sudden retired to extraordinary sobriety 
and strictness.” Oliver's wild oats were quick- 
ly sown, if his marriage on the 22d of August, 
1620, to Elizabeth, the daughter of Sir James 
Bouchier, of Felstead, in Essex, may be con- 
sidered as an evidence of his reformation. The 
wedding took place in London, at S. Giles’ 
Charch, Cripplegate, and the young couple 
went to live at Huntingdon. The ordinary oc- 
cupations of Cromwell were now the manage- 
of his farm and brewery, but he made himself 
of such importance in public affairs, that his 
townsmen elected him to represent them in the 
memorable Parliament of Charles I., which 
was summoned in 1628. 

The two previous parliaments which Charles 
had assembled since his accession to the throne 
in 1625 had been hastily dissolved. The ob- 
ject. of the King was to get money; the object 
of the Commons to obtain a redress of griev- 
ances, They made compliance with their de- 
mauds the condition of voting the supplies, and 
Charles, rather than consent to these terms, im- 
patiently dismissed them. Deprived of the 
usual subsidies, he attempted to fill his ex- 
chequer by forced loans, and met with indiffer- 
ent success. For the third time he was com- 
pelled to have recourse to the representatives 
of the nation, who, conscious of his necessities 
and their own power, took their stand upon 


“ Petition of Right,” of which the first clause 
declared all loans and taxes not sanctioned by 
Parliameut to be contrary to law. The King, 
compelled to forego the promised supplies, 
or to sanetion a bill which would tie his hands 


for the invariable form in which the sor- 
ereign gives assent to acts of Parliament. The 
resolute Commons were preparing a fresh re- 
monstrance, when on the 4th of June they re- 
ceived a message from his Majesty, that, as he 
intended to terminate the session in a week, 
“they must husband time, and despatch old 
business without entertaining new.” The Com- 
mons, persevering in the new business as the 
surest means of concluding the old, the message 
was repeated next day, with the addition that 
they were “ not to cast aspersions on any min- f 
ister of the state.” A scene ensued which 
paints vividly the intense excitement produced 
by the contest.

The 
king, amid much resistance and discontent, had 
continued to levy them since, without author- 
ity; and it was in the hope of obtaining the 
usual grant that he re-assembled in January, 
1629, the Parliament he had prorogued in the 
previous June. The knife of the assassin had 
removed one great cause of dissension in the 
interval. In Augnst the Duke of Buckingham 
had been murdered by Felton. But the settled 
opiuions of the King himself were at variance 
with those of the representatives of the people; 
and the moment they came into contact the 
suspended struggle recommenced. Charles 
urged the prosecution of the act for tonuage 
and poundage; the Commons persisted in giv- 
ing the priority to grievances. In particular, 
they commenced a rigid inquisition into ecclias- 
tical abuses, and this was the subject on which 
the voice of Cromwell was first heard in Par- 
liament.
